Even The Enema May 
Fail 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Those who have been reading my articles 
for some time know that I recommend the 
enema over any other method for the temporary 
relief of constipation. I, however, receive quite 
a few letters from my readers asking what to 
do when the enema fails to get results. In 
many cases patients find it 
impossible to expel the enema 
water, which leaves them 
feeling full and uncomfort- 
able. 

Those who have poor re- 
sults with the enema are 
always suffering from some 
form of intestinal trouble. In 
these cases the large intestine 
must be anatomically ab- 
normal so that the flow of 
water is obstructed and the 
colon cannot be emptied properly because of 
some type of constriction. These patients should 
always have an X-ray examination with the 
fluoroscope in order to find out whether any of 
the following conditions may be present: Spasm 
of the colon or spastic ‘ colitis, adhesions, pro- 
lapsus, kinks, tumors, ulcers, or other obstruc- 
tions which may be blocking the intestine. 

A spastic contraction of the muscular fibres 
of the colon may completely close it temporar- 
ily, causing the failure of the enema. In spastic 
colitis such a spasm or rigidity of the intestine 
is a frequent occurrence. The cause of the con- 
traction is some type of tenderness or inflam- 
mation usually of a chronic type as found in 
colitis. The enema may be a failure or partially 
successful depending on the part where the 
contraction not only interferes with the action 
of the enema, but is also a cause of constipation, 
as there is bound to be a delay in the passage of 
the colon’s contents at the point of the contrac- 
tion. When such a condition exists, in place of 
the ordinary rhythmic movements of the intes-

tines, called peristalsis, the movements are 
clutching, griping, irregular, and may cause 
pain. 

Adhesions always occur where there is 


chronic inflammation and may bind the intes- 
tines together in such a way that a normal 
movement is impossible. Prolapsus, kinks, and 
displacements also obstruct the flow of water 
when the enema is used. A tumor or ulcer will 
be readily recognized as producing an obstruc- 
tion. 

Some of the ordinary symptoms of these 
troubles are ache through the abdomen, cramp- 
like pains, mucus in the stools, much gas, ten- 
derness and rigidity of the abdomen. The stools 
may be hard, small, dry balls, or the patient 
may suffer from diarrhea, the stools contain- 
ing undigested food, and, in the case of ulcer- 
ative colitis, blood. Any of these symptoms 
should always cause one to have an X-ray 
examination under the fluoroscopic screen. 

It may then be found advisable to take 
manipulative treatments for the treatment of 
any prolapsus, adhesions, or kinks which may 
be found. Hot applications with a deep therapy 
lamp, or the hot sitz bath is often helpful in 
the case of abdominal pain and contraction. 
When the enema is used, it is often advisable 
to use the water very warm, even as high as 105 
degrees Fahr., in order to produce a relaxing 
of the contracted tissues. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. B. X. asks: “May I have 
a recipe for escalloped celery?” 

ANSWER: Thoroughly wash a bunch of cel- 
ery and cut the stalks into half-inch lengths. 
Cook in a small amount of water for about fif- 
teen minutes, then add a cup of milk and four 
tablespoonfuls of melba toast crumbs. After 
this has cooked, stir in two whole beaten eggs. 
Place a layer of melba toast crumbs in the bot- 
tom of a baking dish, add this mixture, cover 
the top with crumbs and bake while covered 
for about twenty minutes in a hot oven. For 
the last few minutes remove the lid and allow 
to slightly brown on top. 

QUESTION—Mrs. Carrie J. B. asks: “What 
are the symptoms of hardened arteries and how 
does it affect a person? Is there a cure for it% 
If dieting is beneficial, what would you sug- 
gest?” 

ANSWER: Hardening of the arteries fre- 
quently accompanies high blood pressure, old 
age, or various toxic disorders. It is due to 
calcium salts being deposited in the lining of 
the arteries to protect the arterial walls against 
irritation. A dieting regimen proves helpful in 
all cases which are not too far advanced.
